RELIGIOUS LAWS—NO. VII. 


In the course of my previous remarks on the 
subject of these papers, it has been my aim to 
show, that the present system of religious laws in 
this Commonwealth is repugnant to the feelings 
of the people in its whole spirit and power, vague 
and indefinite in its general form and character, 
easy to be evaded in its main requisitions, and lia- 
ble to very gross and oppressive perversions in all 
its provisions and resources. And now in conelu- 
sion of these numbers, let me earnestly inquire, is 
there no reniedy for these evils of law? Does not 
this legal oppression demand a legal redress? and 
will not our next Legislature recommend to the 
people the needed revision of our State Constitu- 
tion? 

The people must see to this matter themselves. 
The power is in them. ‘They have power to 
determine the character of our next Legis!sture 
J trust they will think on this subject, and act 
accordingly. Their highest interests beth tem-

Funds given to par- 
istes for the support ofany particular religious sen- 
tinent should be honestly recognized as such, and 
liowstly left to take the course marked out to them 
by their respective donors. And all legacies inten- 
ded tor the special benetit of the churches and giv- 
en insacred trust to theirdeacons, or otherwise se- 
cured to them by the last will and testament of their 
pious legators, should be suffered to remain for ev- 
er at the lawtul disposal of their legal trustees.

| 'Dhe Rev. Mr. Frost stated that the object of 
| the meeting was primarily to attend to some facts 
| connected with revivals of religion, and to implore 
, the giftof the Holy Spirit. He then mentioned, 
| thatin Oneida County, N. Y. where he belongs, 
the work of grace, had been as powerful the past 
| season, as in the year 1826, when two or three 
| thousand were hopefully converted. [In Whites- 
| town, his residence, he supposed the number of 
| subjects to be 200.) ‘The revival first commenced 
| in that place with one of the male members. He 
was aman of plain manners, and of no uncommon 
| endowments, but his heart was broken, and over- 
flowed with faith and love. He called on the mem- 
bers of the chureh, and inquired into the state of 
their souls, aud searcely did he meet a sinner, 
| whom he did not faithfully and powerfully address. 
lis influence was soon felt. If a whole church, 
Were to arise and do as Ae did, what might they 
| notaccomplish. In the mean time, Mr. Frost ap- 
| pointed a meeting for the members of his church, 
) nthe rest part of his parish. At this meeting, ma- 
| ny of them confessed their past lukewarmness and 
| want of fidelity, and felt that they must speedily 
reform. In two weeks from this time, in that 
neighborhood, forty obtained hopes of their inter- 
est in God’s pardoning merey. In this revival, 
several conversions have followed afew hours?’ con-

ed. Mr. P—— stated, that a young lady went to 
an evening meeting, apparently unconcerned, but 
an arrow reached her conscience. She shrieked, 
trembled, was violently agitated, and in attempt- 
ing to walk at the close of the meeting she almost 
fell. He went to her, and explained, and urged 
the duty of submission, Ina few minutes, she be- 
came calm, her feelings changed, and her counten- 
ance brightened.

Imprisonment for Debt.—A Committee of the Legis- 
lature, of which Mr. Stillwell was chairman, during the 
Jast session, made an elaborate Report, accompanied with 
a bill adopting the principle, that there should be no im- 
prisonment for debt, except in cases of fraud, In cases 
thus excepted, the fraud must be alledged and proved, be-

thus reported passed both branches of the Legislature by a 
Jarge majority 5 but it dues not go inte operation ull March 
1, 1882. Lt applies, however, when it does yo into epera- 
tion, to past and future contracts. The practical evil 
which the law is) intended to remedy is to save from im- 
enta great partof the 10,000 persons, who are 
supposed to be imprisoned for debt, annually in the State 
of New York ; very many of them for les# than one dollar 
each, and when imprisoned are provided, by law, with 
neither bedding, fuel nor food ; and this too, when the debts 
were contracted in many cases for REM. Ta asingle Jail 
in the State of New York, the Jailer testifies, that out of 
one hundred and sixty five cases of imprisonment daring 
the year ending Sept. 29, 1880, forty nine were RUM 
DEBTS.
